. THE PROGRESSISTS AND THE CRISIS, 


The ‘opening of the Dict, which is coovaked 
for Saturday next being so close ‘at hand, the 
‘political: parties ‘are . showing much activity, 
says the Kove Chronicle of yrd inst. On Tues: 
day the Committee of the Tokyo branch of the 
Progressist party held a meeting, when about 
thirty gentlemen were present, and a manifesto 
was adopted to the following effect :-~ , 

1.—The négotiations with Russia are being 
protracted beyond reasonable bounds, The 
Government has repeatedly missed . oppor- 
tunities for action, and has allowed the Rus- 
sians to have everything their own way in. 
‘Manchuria, io the detriment of the prestige of 
Japan, The rights and interests of Japan have 
beer damaged, with the result of: arousing 
national resentment: against the Govern- 
ment. Such an incapable Ministry . should 
not be allowed to ere further in this direction, 
We must effect'a change in the present Cabinet, 
and thys comply with the wishes of the people 
of the Empiie, teres 

2.—The administrative and financial reforms 
are the only undertaking which the Govern 
ment has. officially plrdyed itself to bring 
before the Imperial Diet; ‘The reforms so far 
effected are only temporary, and nothing has 
+ really been one to improve the essence of the 
administration. We are now convinced that 
the present Ministry is unworthy -of being 
entrusted with such wark,. 

3—The estimates for the improvement. of 
Keluny harbour and the scheme for the 
‘compilation of school. text-bonks were struck 
out of the Budget in the fast session of 
the Diet. Yet the Government has spent 
money in connection with ‘these matters 
in an irregular manner, not waiting for the 
consent of the Diet. This not only creates a 
very bad precedent in the working of con- 
stitutional government, but also tramples down 
the spirit of the Constitution, 

The Tokio branch ‘of the Progressist Party 
aims at carrying into effect the following in 
order to advance the prosperity and welfaré of 
the city of ‘Tokio ;~- ee 

" ()—That the evils attending the municipal 
administration of the country be immediately 
removed; (2) That the 6th National Exhibition

The 
interests of Japan and Russia in the Far East 
are essentially irreconcilable, and a conflict 
between them-will prove, in the end, irrepres- 
sible, . It is also true, as the war party at Tokio 
has: maintained, that Japan has less to gain by 
delay than has Russia, which will devote the in- 
terval secured by diplomacy to the improvement 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway for military pur- 
.poses. Even those Japanese, however, who 
have insisted that it would be wiser to fight 
now than ‘fo postpone the contest to a few 
years hence recognize that modern warfare 
cannot be conducted without money, and that 
their-country would be disqualified for a long 
struggle, untess ‘she could rely upon obtaining 
pecuniary assistance from Great Britain. No 
assurances of «such financial support -have 
been procurable, for the reason that’ the 
Balfour Government is preoccupied at home, 
and is desirous of averting an outbreak of 
hostilities in the Far East. . 
Avother consideration would check the 
ascendency of the war party at Tokio. Under 
the terms of the treaty with Great Britain, the 
Japanese cannot claim the aid of their ally in a 
war wherein they themselves. have been ‘the 


aggressors. Yet they cannot easily provoke 


the Russians to an act of unmistakable ag- 
gression, because the latter, in their turn, are 
suljected to the restraining influence of their 
treaty the French are not bound to co-operate 
with the Czar in a contest wherein he has been 
the aggressor. It is true that such stipulations’ 
might not be strictly construed, ifeither France 
or England were disposed to welcome com- 
plications that might bring them into collision 
with ‘one another, As a matter of fact, a 
contrary disposition exists, France and Eng- 
land have never been so friendly, since the 
outset of the Crimean War, as they are to-day, 
We may be sure, therefore, that all the influence 
of the French and British Governments 
has been exerted at St. Petersburg and Tokio 
to preventa warinthe Far East, °° 

It is enay, then, to understand why both 
Russia and Japan have thus far shrunk ‘from 
committing acts which would be universally 
Acknowledged as aggressive. Neither, Power 
wants to forfeit its treaty claim’on an ally, 
whose succour might be rendered indispensable 
by the issue of the first naval battle. It follgws 
that we have to thank the quict but strong 
influence exercised in favour of peace by France 
and’ England ifthe clouds that, of late, have 
darkened the Far Eastern horizon are now, to 
a certain extent, dispelled, 

‘As to the interest which the United States 
has in the matter, we repeat that the provisions 
¢f the treaty of commerce concluded by U, S. 
with China—the provisions giving access to 
Mukden and Antung, as well as to Newchivang 
—will not become operative until ‘ratifications 
of the treaty shall have heen exchanged. We 
can scarcely bring ourselves ta believe that 
fussia will seriously undertake to nullify those 
treaty rights. . en ,
